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VOGUE POINTS FROM PARIS 


ECAUSE of the increasing interest in fancy-dress balls 
and the number given in Paris this summer, several 
new and amusing masks have been shown. One mask, seen 
in a shop in the rue Saint-Honoré, was of gold semitrans- 
parent lamé, decorated with golden paillettes as large as 
American five-cent pieces. Another, also in gold, was simple 
in design except for a gold tulle veil edged with a fringe of 
gold chenille. A third was decorated with round and tri- 
angular jewels in reds and greens. 


T a soirée given recently for a newly engaged young 
French couple, one of the grandmothers wore a frock of 
grey lace with a brilliant silvery finish that harmonized with 
her almost all-white hair. The design was simple and flatter- 
ing, and, as she was a woman of over sixty, she wore long 
sleeves of the grey lace. Her grey satin slippers had buckles of 
brilliants, and another buckle of brilliants held the surplice 
front of her dress. A classic dog-collar of pearls and dia- 
monds added to her air of great dignity and distinction. Two 
of the grandchildren were also interestingly dressed. The 
elder, a girl at the awkward age of thirteen, wore a frock 
that very cleverly concealed her bad points and displayed 
her good. A robe de style cut short with an amusing decora- 
tive silhouette made her somewhat plump legs seem slimmer 
and showed her childishly curved body and arms to advan- 
tage. The other, a boyish, slender girl of eleven, wore a 
“smoking” jacket of pale blue satin over a pieated frock of 
pale rose crépe de Chine bound in blue. 


HE new cusicms in mourning clothes are well illus- 

trated by two very modern, tastefully dressed French 
women. The long veil, although it may be worn for a very 
short time, is replaced very soon by a long triangular scarf, 
which is attached to the hat and worn about the neck. A short 
while after that, the only certain sign of mourning is the 
black stocking, worn, of course, with an all-black ensemble. 
The Marquise Sommi Picenardi, who is in mourning for her 
husband, wore the longer veil for quite a period. She makes 
a very good appearance in a close-fitting black felt hat, a 
black costume with a blouse supplying a touch of white, black 
stockings, black antelope shoes, and, also, black gloves. Lady 
Davis, the widow of Sir Mortimer Davis, wears a semilarge 
black hat with a crépe de Chine scarf attached by a point to 
one side of the hat and draped about the shoulders. With a 
simple costume in mat black, she wears magnificent strings of 
white and black pearls. Mourning frecks are worn a little 
longer than is the mode for other frocks. 


HE newest lingerie allows sufficient fulness for perfect 

freedom, yet there is not and can not be any surplus of 
material. The princesse silhouette is obtained by means 
of fine tucks cr by skilful cutting, so that the garment is 
practically moulded to the figure. This effect is shown even 
in nightgowns, one very charming model of baby-blue geor- 
gette crépe being made with tiny hand-run tucks extending 
from the yoke of écru Alengon lace to just below the hips. 
The best colours for lingerie are ivory-white, tea-rose yellow 
(this is especially good in washable crépe satin), champagne- 
beige, and the flesh tones. Baby-blue, strawberry, raspberry, 
and black are the best of the novelty colours. Alengon lace

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is by far the most popular of the laces and is smartest in the 
écru shades. Very deep écru, so deep that it is almost coffee 
coloured, often trims white or the very pale pastel colours, 
making an interesting contrast. Nothing has more chic than 
white underwear trimmed with orange-beige lace or black 
with écru lace. 


HREE exceedingly well-dressed women were seen 

lunching at the Ritz in late midsummer costumes that 
are decidedly indicative of the latest trend, as well as being 
perfect examples of costumes for autumn. The first consisted 
of a seven-eighths length coat and skirt of a moss-like woollen 
in one of the new shades of brown-red, with a beige crépe 
de Chine blouse. With this were worn a small close-fitting 
hat also in brown-red and a fur piece of blue fox, by far the 
smartest fur to wear with this attractive colour. Plain kid 
pumps, in the same colour as the fur, and beige gloves and 
stockings completed an effect that was both distinctive and 
chic. A young matron with grey hair wore a coat of smoke- 
grey velours léda with a shawl collar and cuffs of supple 
black seal. Her grey felt hat had a deep, sweeping brim on 
the right side, and her grey antelope shoes were edged and 
strapped with black patent leather. It goes almost without 
saying that her gloves and stockings were in rose-beige. 
The third outfit was in all-black, that classic favourite. 
A coat of velours de laine had a long surplice collar of 
breitschwantz, draped and caught up at the side with a soft 
loop of the fur. The small felt hat, the antelope bag, and 
the opera pumps were all in black, the ubiquitous beige 
stockings and gloves affording the only colour relief. 


HE classic black evening shoe, to be worn with black 

frocks, is seen in satin or in crépe de Chine combined 
with satin. A black satin pump with a brilliant jewelled 
buckle is often an extremely good note with a frock of black 
velvet or black lace, which has a buckle of brilliants as trim- 
ming. Black slippers with contrasting ornamentations in 
silver or gold may be most effective with an otherwise 
all-black costume. Very occasionally one sees black velvet or 
black brocade shoes, but these are not strongly in the mode, 
and the greatest care should be exercised in their selection 
and wearing. 


HE increasing use of crépe de Chine for evening slip- 

pers is part of a gradual, but definite realization, either 
conscious or unconscious, on the part of the women who are 
real leaders in fashion, that the true secret of being well 
dressed in the most sophisticated sense, to-day, is to pass un- 
noticed. Smart hands and feet do not attract attention 
when they are unobtrusively correct. Both in line and propor- 
tion, they take their proper place in the general scheme of 
things, rather than sticking out like a sore thumb. 


EWELS alone are a striking note. Apparently, they can 
not be too large, too colourful, too expensive, or too heavy. 
A few women realize that it is worth while to sacrifice brace- 
lets for the beauty of line that results from a bare arm and 
hand, wearing only one gigantic-—yes, gigantic is the word— 
square or rectangular stone.

VEGUES = EVE .VIEW OF THE 


HE world of clothes is approaching a new season, and all the clothes special- 
ists, from button manufacturers to the society woman, in their various capaci- 
ties, are abuzz with activity. Vogue, interesting itself in the activities of all 
these specialists, looks beyond, and, in the moment of quiet that precedes the bright 
carnival of the Openings, reflects upon the fundamental values of taste, of style, of 
fashion, and the mode, which words are bandied about so freely and so carelessly, 
yet upon which and by which all the enterprise of each new season must stand or fall. 


ET Vogue examine these values for you, redeem those words from loose vagueness, 
and crystallize once and for all their true meaning in the sphere of dress. 


HE mode, then, is that fluid, volatile thing, that thing of whims and caprices 
which has its shallow roots in the passing moment. The most important fea- 
ture of the mode, as such, is its time limitation. 


ASHION, on the other hand, is the stamp of authority which a set of authori- 

tative specialists—whether in the dress or the social world—imprint upon a 
given mode. Fashion selects from among the many shoots that the mode sends forth, 
rejects the weeds, and, here and there, where it sees fit, causes a chosen mode, for 
some generally excellent reason, to cast deeper and more permanent roots in the 
soil of our little day. There is manner in fashion; not in the mode. There is fash- 
ion in dance, in sports, in restaurants, in habits of life and thought, as well as in 
dress; and what is great in fashion to-day carries the germ of what future genera- 
tions will call the “style” of our present time. 


HAT, then, is style? Style is that quality that distinguishes the representative 

attitudes of our time from the merely local in fashion. That is to say, it has 
both a more profound and more widely applicable significance than either mode or 
fashion. It applies to the work of the artist, the writer, the theatre, and the thinker. 
It does not pass with time, but requires, indeed, the passing of time to bring it 
clearly to light. Only the intelligent few recognize style in the day of its being. The 
majority generally pay it homage when it is in the past. It has the correctness, the 
breeding, and the disinterested stamp of good taste. 


UT what is good taste? Truly good taste, we know, is the same throughout the 

whole world; yet, it has a flavour peculiar to each country and to each people. 
National habits, sympathies, and prejudices and the local conditions of life give it a 
certain expression and form national taste. 


NTERNATIONAL taste, which is the order of our day, is the result of the wise 

merging of national contributions. Taste is not absolute, but good work is, and 

the personal, physical, and national habits that result in a mead of good work 

from every country and in every sphere are the basis on which good taste, real style, 

the moving fashion, and the fluctuating mode function with harmony and distinction.

T all the smart Paris modistes, millinery 
A buyers are searching diligently for 
autumn hats—some wisely, others far 
from well. At the same time, in front of the 
mirrors sit the private clientes, the women 
whose discretion, taste, and authority inspire 
so much of what is best in fashion. They are 
having their last summer hats made. 

There is a constant and ever-earlier com- 
mercial demand for novelty, and, since 
supply and demand function like cause and 
effect, there are milliners who respond to such 
commercial needs and make hats bristling 
with novelty, but destined exclusively for 
exportation. Such hats live and die without 
ever meeting a smart head. Sometimes, the 
modistes make these hats with their tongues 
in their cheeks. “Since they want novelty, 
we will give them novelty,” they think. But 
their private opinion of the whole proceed- 
ing is far from complimentary. Any ill-con- 
sidered demand for novelty for novelty’s sake

HATS WITH A SMART FUTURE 


Fortunately, there are wise buyers, as 
there are wise milliners, who realize that the 
hats being made for immediate wear for the 
smart women living and dressing in Paris 
have greater chic and a longer and brighter 
fashion future than those other hats created 
out-of-space and out-of-time, which are des- 
tined to oblivion and the disregard of dis- 
cerning women.

On this and the following pages, Vogue is 
showing the best of current hats, and, while 
they are not all startlingly new, many of 
them are quietly, distinctively, and funda- 
mentally new in certain respects.

This year, the wide brim is no longer con- 
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sidered as a purely summer attribute, but 
boldly intends to be carried over into the 
autumn. Reboux stands behind such brims. 
Suzanne Talbot uses wide brims that are 
‘1 one With the crown, as in the hat shown at 
the upper right on page 80. Then, there is 
the new version of the Descat cloche with its 
rather wide brim. Some of these brims are 
very definite and rigid in feeling; others 
gently ripple (as in the hat shown at the 
hottom of page 80). But two things are true 
about all of these brims: they are asymmet- 
rical, and they are always both cut and meant 
to be worn at an angle, which, to our eyes 
to-day, is most becoming.

URS, like almost every factor of the new mode, signalize the 

return to elegance. But they express, more clearly, perhaps, 

than any other, the fact that we have learned by our experience 
to respect ease in fashion. The return to elegance is not synonymous 
with a backsliding into discomfort. 

Fur evening coats, to take this striking case in point, are of un- 
paralleled luxury and distinction. They are self-trimmed. The beau- 
tiful fur may too easily overstep the boundary of luxury into vulgarity 
unless presented simply in its richness. The restraint of a lovely coat 
of sable, mink, chinchilla, or ermine, which draws attention to itself 
only by its intrinsic value, touches the greatest possible chic. But 
these splendid and sumptuous garments, representing a small fortune, 
are made to be worn, and are only well worn, with casual ease. They 
mount softly and thickly about the neck, are slipped into and out of 
with all possible facility, and, by virtue of the greater textural quality 
of furs and their essential suppleness, can be draped and held like 


fabrics closely about the hips. Nothing must interfere with this 
quality of ease. Casualness in, wearing is the final and the essential 
touch to these coats, which are both the background and the covering 
for lovely woman in her evening clothes and jewels. 

The restraint of extravagance, the discretion of luxury, is the 
key-note of these beautiful furs, and only the best of the passing mode 
can enter into the best of these coats. They are worked with enor- 
mous care and skill, so that casual wearing shall enhance and not 
destroy their effect. 

Such coats are made now on purely classical lines, and capes and 
wraps as well have been and will be smart when executed in the 
sumptuous furs—such as white ermine, chinchilla, and sable—that 
themselves are classics.

HERE are certain problems in chic 
I that every woman faces, no matter 
where she lives. There is the problem 
of keeping in touch with the mode, so as 
not to choose a declining style or one that 
will rise so quickly as to overpopularize 
itself. There is the problem of realizing and 
acting within the limitations imposed by age, 
weight, occasion, and one’s balance at the 
bank. The problem of deciding on and carry- 
ing out a basic colour scheme for each cos- 
tume is still another. And the problems 
of finding accessories that harmonize in 
feeling, as well as in tone, and of when 
and where to wear each unit of one’s ward- 
robe, itself a combination of units that 
together make a whole, are always present. 
In Paris, London, New York, Chicago, and 
other such metropolitan centres, these are 
the chief problems in chic. The solution of 
them is Vogue’s life-work, and every issue is 
full of suggestions as to how it may be done. 
But in smaller cities, the fact that existence 
is differently organized has created another 
problem, admittedly so difficult that many 
women come to emphasize it to the exclusion 
of everything else. 


THE NECESSARY SPICE OF VARIETY 


This special small-city problem is that of 
variety. If variety is the spice of life every- 
where, it is life itself in a small city, so far 
as clothes are concerned. One comes into 
daily contact with the same group of people, 
over and over again—on the golf-links, at 
lunch in the same houses and restaurants. 
When the winter season is at its height, one 
goes to dinner, night after night, with the 
same friends. Since neither the actors nor the 
scenery can be changed, the play will fall 
flat before the end of its run if the utmost

ingenuity is not employed to vary the cos- 
tumes. One must dress differently from the 
other women; one must, if possible, dress 
differently from oneself of the night 
before. 

In their efforts to secure this absolutely 
necessary variety, many small-city women 
try to be so original in colour or silhouette 
that they end in drawing the amazement 
rather than the admiration of sophisticated 
eyes. They find the pitfall of fussiness and 
plunge in headlong, trusting to an extra set 
of ruffles or a dozen yards of fringe to make 
them different from the rest of the cast. They 
overdo their jewellery. They grasp at any- 
thing in the way of a new accessory that 
they hope may make a jaded audience forget 
that it is seen with a costume already worn 
to satiety. They spend—and spend—and yet 
are never really right, because the mad quest 
for variety has absorbed every ounce of 
brain energy they possess, to the exclusion of 
those larger considerations that should never 
be forgotten. 

Against such a background, the truly smart 
woman in a small city stands out trium- 
phantly. By an exercise of foresight and in- 


ventiveness, of which the Parisienne or the 
New Yorker has never had to dream, she has 
achieved variety without sacrificing chic. And 
Vogue accords her special admiration. The 
clothes illustrated in this article have been 
chosen for her. If they chance to appeal also 
to some of her friends whose eyes need edu- 
cation, Vogue will be doubly pleased. 


EVER-FAITHFUL TWEEDS 


Since she is selecting her autumn wardrobe 
at a time when the country ciub still figures 
largely in her social routine, Vogue suggests 
that she first consider the clothes shown on 
page 87. The cardigan suit is made of one 
of the new fine-patterned tweeds that show 
a coloured thread, matched, in this case, by 
the dark red of the stitching and the red 
crépe de Chine of the blouse. This bright 
blouse is a distinctly new and chic note in 
the mode, but she may also have one of crépe 
de Chine to match the ground colour of her 
tweed, and, with either of these blouses, she 
finds herself possessed of an excellent cos- 
tume for mornings in town or for onlooker 
occasions at the club.

HE woman who is planning her autumn 

and winter wardrobe—as every woman 

should be, at this season of the year— 
will find the New York shops overflowing 
with smart possibilities. For the shops, like 
the woman herself, now consider the ward- 
robe as a whole and complement their choice 
of frocks and coats by hats and bags and 
shoes, jewellery and innumerable other acces- 
sories in the smartest colours and the smart- 
est types. The various departments are co- 
ordinated as never before, and every new 
fashion development in Paris is reproduced in 
this country with a speed that is amazing. 

But shopping for a winter wardrobe pre- 
sents problems, nevertheless. What colour 
scheme or schemes shall one choose from 
those that are new and chic? What will be 
one’s activities and needs in the months 
ahead? And, above all, has one caught the 
feeling of the new mode and not merely 
memorized a few scattered details? 

Vogue believes that it can help to solve 
these probelms by foreseeing the average 
needs of the smart woman in and about New 
York and discussing what the shops are offer- 
ing to fulfil them. Such a woman should have 
four small wardrobes within a wardrobe; that 


(WMernoon, and for 


is, complete costumes for four types of wear. 
Many details will overlap and be interchange- 
able, of course; and the cleverer the woman, 
the more often this will be true. But, before 
shopping, these four types of costumes— 
costumes for active sports, costumes for 
town,.afternoon costumes, and evening cos- 
tumes—must be considered separately. Cer- 
tain themes that are typical of the season 
run through all four, and this should be true, 
also, of colours, if the wardrobe is to be 
a practical one. 


SPORTS COSTUMES 
The sports wardrobe is an important one 


at this season of the year, for much of the 
smart world spends the autumn in the 


country, with only occasional trips to town 


for shopping. Even though circumstances 
may bring one back from the country more 
permanently, there will still be week-ends of 
golf or motoring, and these will continue until 
real winter puts an end to them. And the 
shops now offer sports clothes that are 
smarter than ever before, cut with a sophisti- 
cation that gives them great distinction. The 
fabrics of which they are made are newly 
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interesting—a fact that is equally true in 
clothes of other types. It is not the lines of 
the new mode that have changed so much 
this year, as the materials that make it. 

The new tweeds, in particular, are soft and 
pliable, often with white threads interwoven 
through the dark grounds, giving a new effect, 
and in such new colour combinations as blue 
and beige. A tweed costume is very practical, 
for it is one of the items that may play a 
double réle, since tweeds are equally good 
for general town and country wear. 

The ensemble (for sports and all other 
types of wear) is an outstanding fashion, 
this season. Frocks with jackets, long coats, 
or coats of three-quarters length are equally 
smart, and rough woollens combined with 
the new jerseys are much in evidence. These 
jerseys—angora jersey, lace-weave Jersey, 
and novelty jerseys—are used, also, for 
frocks and for the blouses of sports sults, 
and often for the coat lining, as well. The new 
blouses are longer than those of last season 
(as are many of the sweaters that are so In- 
dispensable to sports chic) and are usually 
belted. 

Jackets are a note of the season, and the 
jacket theme reappears throughout the mode

in fashions of all types. Jackets are youthful 
and becoming, and they seem particularly 
successful with the circular skirts and skirts 
with box-pleated fulness that are now worn, 
both in suit skirts and in one-piece frocks. 
Colour dominates the mode, often in com- 
binations of special interest. In sports clothes, 
a brilliant note is often introduced by means 
of a blouse in striking contrast to its accom- 
panying skirt—such as a yellow blouse with 
a brown ensemble. Asa basic colour, obviously 
it Is well to choose one that may be repeated 
In other branches of the wardrobe, so that 
various accessories may be interchangeable. 

Sports coats, whether separate or a part 
of an ensemble, may be collarless or with a 
fur collar. The collarless neck-line is very 
good with the flat fur handkerchief scarfs 
that are a novelty of the season. Many coats 
hang loose from the shoulders, while others

For this 
group includes clothes for street wear, “spec- 
tator” clothes for wear at races, horse-shows, 
and country clubs, and general daytime cos- 
tumes. Here, several outstanding points from 
the sports wardrobe are repeated—the in- 
terest in fabrics and colour, the accent on the 
ensemble, and sharply contrasting fur used 
as a trimming.

The coats should be the first choice in this 
unit of the wardrobe, and the rest of the 
costumes should be built around them. Slim, 
wrapped lines are most in evidence, but an 
occasional flare is used, usually in front and 
so cut that the coat may be wrapped without 
awkwardness or the suggestion of bulk. There 
are many raglan sleeves cut in one with the 
shoulder, and the choice and use of fur as a 
trimming frequently form the basis of the 
chic of a coat.

It is used in high, bolstered collars that 
stand away from the face and are frequently 
faced with the coat fabric, while the flatter 
furs appear in short collars and others that 
extend to the waist-line. A new note is the 
placing of the fox’s head at the centre back. 

The all-important ensemble is extremely 
useful for town wear, and it is here that the 
new blues and reds are at their best, modi- 
fied by dark contrasting furs with accessories 
in the fur shade. If the ensemble takes the

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The fulness applied below snug- 
fitting hips, the higher waist-line, 
and the combination of gold-brown

For afternoon, when the smart woman at- 
tends a variety of somewhat formal func- 
tions, the mode becomes exceptionally dis- 
tinguished—an effect obtained by the use of 
beautiful materials handled with the utmost 
simplicity. Velvet is the fabric that takes first 
place, and never has it been seen in such 
varied and charming versions. It is, however, 
chic only when handled simply, and there 
is danger that it will become overpopular 
before the season ends. Printed velvets and 
plain velvets, soft supple velvets, velvets with 
an erect pile, and panne velvets—all are 
used; the printed velvets with small, almost 
tailored designs. Moire is new with fine, 
Printed flower designs, and both satin and 
velveteen are in smart evidence. 

Both the jacket suit and the ensemble re- 
appear in the afternoon.

THE SEASON OF SIMPLICITY

Every day. there are many beach lunch- 
eons, with delicious food appearing from 
the thermos containers and well-equipped 
luncheon baskets. Usually, lobster in some 
form is the piéce de résistance, for who does 
not relish fresh lobsters caught just off the 
shores of Rhode Island? If the big thermos 
fails to produce lobster Newburg, chicken 
a la king or corned-beef hash usually takes 
its place, for both are favourite picnic dishes. 
Stuffed eggs, a vegetable salad, every variety 
of sandwich, with cheese and cake and fruit 
for dessert, together with hot and cold drinks 
from the thermos bottles, complete an ap- 
petizing luncheon, served on the sand while 
the participants sit or lie lazily in bathing- 
suits or sports clothes, getting the full 
benefit of the sun. 


THE SANDS OF NEWPORT 


Almost daily, at this season, one can find 
Princess Miguel de Braganza and her daugh- 
ter at Bailey's Beach at luncheon time, and 
they are often joined by Mrs. Beverley 
Bogert, Mrs. George Bolling Lee, and Mrs. 
Robert Goelet, who always stay late at New- 
port. In another group. one may see Mrs. 
Anthony J. Drexel Biddle and her popular 
husband, who prefer an al fresco luncheon 
when the weather permits. Other well-known 
“beach-combers” are Mr. and Mrs. Benja- 
min R. Holcombe, who spend entire days on 
the sand in front of their gay orange tent, 
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and young Mr. and Mrs. “Pete” 
Widener, who have lately added a 
tiny daughter to the family. Besides 
the famous Bailey’s Beach, there is 
a beautiful small beach about three 
miles from Newport, called the 
“Third Beach,” where such old New- 
porters as the Michael van Beurens, 
the Sturtevants, and the Rhinelanders 
go. Here, the surf is free from the annoying 
red seaweed that sometimes pollutes the waves 
at Bailey’s Beach, and the little cove sur- 
rounded by jagged rocks is very picturesque. 


PICNICS BY MOONLIGHT 


In addition to these beach parties, numer- 
ous picnic suppers are organized, starting 
about six o’clock and lasting until about ten 
or eleven o'clock if there is a moon. Mrs. 
Reginald Norman is an adept at this form 
of entertainment and gives delightful suppers 
in a place called Lawton’s Valley, which is 
a beautiful wood through which a little 
stream meanders, about three miles from 
Newport, along the West Main Road. Here, 
a bonfire is kindled, a servant sets up a 
wooden table surrounded by camp-chairs or 
spreads steamer rugs at the foot of the big 
trees, and a hot and cold supper fit for a 
king is served from the picnic baskets, to 
the accompaniment of a jazz band from a 
suitcase radio set. 

The Normans own a large farm at Middle- 
town, but the house is now closed, as they 
live on Old Beach Road in Newport. How- 
ever, if the weather prohibits an open-air 
supper, Mrs. Norman often transfers the 
baskets and other accoutrement to the living- 
room at Black Point Farm, where a fire is 
built in the huge open fireplace and the sup- 
per unpacked and spread on the big table. 
Sometimes, a few musicians are engaged, and 
the picnic develops into a gay little dance. 
These parties are strictly informal, and, if

OW many times do we find youth exclaiming, “I don’t 

want to sit about waiting for things to happen. I want 

to go out and meet life.” Or, “I shall be a faded old maid 
soon if I don’t leave home and see the world.” Or, “I have a 
right to my own adventures, and I shall never find them here.” 
This is the kind of sentence frequently to be heard from women, 
young and not so young—even to-day, when their emancipation 
seems to be a theme for everlasting discussion. And, we know the 
hot, hopeless feeling of either girl or woman when she seems to 
be getting nothing out of her days but so many light and so 
many dark hours. 


HERE’S no use in telling her that the greatest common 

experiences of life—love, marriage, birth, and death—are 
no respecters of locality and may come to her anywhere. She has 
her own dream of the particular thrill she wants, and she longs 
to go where she thinks she is most apt to find it. Perhaps she 
does, but probably she doesn’t. ‘Ten to one, she left it behind 
when she started out after it. But she satisfied something in her 
when she made the start—a something that had to be satisfied, 
the urge of youth to test its swordsmanship against the master- 
hand of destiny. And, apparently, the test must be sought abroad, 
for no one seems to believe that destiny lives at home with us, 
certainly not the adventurous destiny longed for. 


ET, we sometimes wonder if too much pursuit of adventure 

doesn’t kill adventure, whether the bustle of too much 
eagerness doesn’t blow our fairy gold ahead of us. Not that any 
one should sit down tamely with folded hands, hoping that the 
heart’s desire will drop into them, but that the watching philoso- 
pher sometimes imagines that too much stretching upward just 
tempts the jade, Fate, to pull her gifts out of reach. On the whole, 
after long lives of ups and downs, wishings and havings, longings 
and losings, some of us are convinced that to go about our busi- 
nesses, making as many interests for ourselves as we can, never 
reaching after other people’s riches or refusing our own risks, 
is the way to get a fair share of happenings and happiness. 
Opportunities come to all of us, but we must know enough to 
take them. Disappointments plump down upon us unexpectedly, 
and we mustn’t mind too much. Our own combinations of qualities 
make us or break us. As soon as we have learned to know what 
they are, we can tell where they will best fit into the life we want 
to lead. We ought—even the bravest of us—to prove ourselves a 
little before we adventure in life. And experience teaches some of 
us that, if we're not too impatient waiters, life will adventure 
With us. It’s a very odd feeling, the feeling that something, half 
ourselves and half outside ourselves, is dealing with us! 


| phd all this is the murmuring of the old heart, subdued and 
slow, not the song of the young heart, hot and restless, ready 
to cleave its own way toward its own desires. And we have to let 
it go. We can't force it to see with our vision. We can’t save it 
from the injuries it brings upon itself. We may do as a wise 
old lady of our acquaintance did with her babies, and allow 
it to burn itsel/—even assist it to burn itself—a very little that 
it may safely be left near a fire afterward, but that is about 
the extent of our powers. Some formulas to face life with we 
may give it, but will they be used? Will any girl who wants to 
strike out into the great world measure her strength against the 
small world first? She will not. She would, if she were going 
to swim round New York, say, practise daily in near-by waters 
till she knew the extent of her own endurance and swiftness of 
stroke. But she would never consider that the effect of her 
character on her neighbours, or her control of events at home, 
or her way of meeting familiar experiences was any test of her 
character, control, or capability when confronted by new ex- 
periences, neighbours, and events. She would feel that the old 
circumstances were to blame for any failures and that among 
new ones, in some new place, her chances of success were 
well assured. 





ee banners of youth, carried with a rashness we envy 
while we tremble for it! No one wants youth to count the cost 
of adventure too much, but to prepare for it isn’t an unreasonable 
request. It is one of the most unpopular, however. The little boy 
who has been to the circus will emulate the most complicated 
stunts of the intrepid trapeze flyer. The little girl who has ridden 
to the stable astride before her father, feels that she can, on the 
strength of it, soon manage the most fiery horse. And this bud- 
ding belief in themselves swells into gorgeous flower about~the 
time of their young manhood and womanhood. Impatiently, they 
put us in our places, poor old know-nothings or know-littles 
(for some of them are kindly) that we are! No doubt, we did the 
same to our parents, for who considers parents people ? 


' ELL, here’s the time of schools coming round for the very 
young, and, for the growing up, here’s the time of choosing 
a profession, if they are to work, or joining the ranks of those 
who are busy and at leisure (if they are happily so born). Also, 
here’s the time to choose winter clothes, which is not the least 
important of autumn activities. But, in whatever direction our 
juniors are turning their attention, we give them this entirely 
unsolicited advice: “Don’t let restlessness drive you to hasty 
action. And test yourselves against life at home before you trust 
yourselves to the great unknown,” j 
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HE theatre is and must always be 

tropistic. Society is becoming bored 

with being blasé, and that is the ex- 
ternal stimulus to which the theatre must 
soon respond. We are growing weary of living 
in jolts, hearing only the most raucous noises, 
savouring nothing but the very highly sea- 
soned. Such continuously violent use of the 
senses—physical, mental, and aesthetic—dulls 
them and sharpens the nerves unbearably. 
People are beginning to long for illusion once 
more, for the rose coloured paint that softens 
the outlines of realism. 

The wide popularity of The Bridge of San 
Luis Rey and of Willa Cather’s Death 
Comes for the Archbishop presages a distinct 
change in public mood. The drama, as usual, 
will be the last to detect it. But, some time, 
it must detect it and conform to it. The 
announcements for the forthcoming season 
give no indication that that time has arrived 
vet: two realistic plays of newspaper people, 
a dozen hit-hard-or-miss-altogether melo- 
dramas, a few hurly-burly farces, some prize- 
fight plays. The musical-comedy folk have 
been quicker in sensing the trend. That may 
be because they couldn’t well be slower. 

This passage occurs in The New Decalogue 
of Science, by Albert Edward Wiggam: “Our 
drama to-day has no moral vision and little 
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vitality because it has no sound education 
in psychology or biology and no background 
of convictions based upon that new spirit of 
truth which science has given the world... .” 
Although his book was written several years 
ago, Mr. Wiggam undoubtedly would insist 
that his statement applied to the present. It 
is possible to agree with him about the ab- 
sence*of moral vision, but, when he asserts 
that there is little vitality and that a knowl- 
edge of biology has anything to do with it, I 
emphaticaily disagree. Perhaps, it is short 
on scientific vitality, but it overflows with 
physical vitality—to the exclusion, unfor- 
tunately, of practically everything else. 


ART AND IMAGINATION 


In another place, Mr. Wiggam asserts: 
“The world-wisdom of a people comes not 
from its scientists who discover things but 
from its poets and artists, who, from these 
materials, create life. But art and its wisdom 
gain just in proportion as their idealisms are 
the interpretation of a real and not an 
imaginary universe.” 

Mr. Wiggam is on surer ground here; art 
is an interpretation of the real sifted through 
the artist’s imagination. And that is why 
realism as we have practised it recently—

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photographic reproduction of the familiar— 
can not long satisfy. It tells us that which 
we ourselves do know or should know, and 
little more. We all require glamour, whether 
we call it love, success, heroism, ambition, or 
whatnot. We find life intolerable without it. 
Hope also falls in that class. As Paul Valery 
says: “Hope is only man’s distrust for what- 
ever his mind foresees exactly.” The thrill 
that comes from seeing a familiar object—a 
certain kind of table-cloth, or cabinet, or 
brand of tooth-paste, a well-known street 
corner—is mild and quite brief. The fact that 
realism has been preached from nearly all 
lay and literary pulpits does not alter those 
facts. And the rapid wearing out of certain 
forms of “modernism” proves my theme 
again. For this species of modernism, much 
in practice since the Armistice, has prided 
itself on being a blotting-paper applied to the 
moisture that reactionaries call _ illusion. 
These backward ones, the advanced ones con- 
tended, served the single purpose of slowing 
up progress. I quote Paul Valéry again: “The 
world . . has given the name of ‘progress’ to 
its tendency toward a fatal precision.” Pre- 
cision is unquestionably a virtue, but it is the 
deadly enemy of imagination. In sum, I- 
agination is the blood of art. 

3ut even with extreme realism out of the 
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way and her blood flowing normally, Art 
would still have her troubles. Her arrogant 
dictatorship is frequently threatened, and she 
‘, never free from the danger of defection. 
In fact, one sort of defection—more accu- 
rately, defiance—is entrenched, permanent. 


AN AXIOM REVERSED 


The astounding discovery that startled the 
‘nineties—that Nature follows Art—has be- 
come the code, the creed, almost the religion 
of large sections of certain classes of people. 
Artists of a kind naturally accept it without 
reservations; in their opinion, it increases 
the importance of Art and inflates the crea- 
tor's amour propre even more than usual, if 
that can be possible. But, in proportion as it 
distends Art and her practitioners, it shrivels 
Nature. The great lady becomes a colourless 
handmaiden, a faithful shadow, and, like all 
habitual and unquestioning imitators, merit- 
ing of little respect. That seems to me grossly 
unfair, and the time is ripe to refute it. Or to 
attempt to. For although Nature follows her 
mistress submissively most of the time, per- 
forms her routine tirelessly, exhibits no spark 
of originality, she is yet capable of that ex- 
ercise that, while more often than not 
negative, keeps the world from growing stale, 
keeps it astir. She is capable of rebellion, and 
when she exercises it draws great numbers to 
her standard. 


In the matter of the seasons, for example, 
the months of June, July, most of May, and 
part of August are the winter of the theatre. 
Nature has made them her summer. That is 
the period when the dramatic ground, seem- 
ingly comatose, unproductive, lying listless 
beneath a heavy crust of inertia, is actually 
recuperating from the exhausting perform- 
ances of the year, receptive, gathering new 
energy, absorbing the juices of fertility, mak- 
ing ready for the furious activity of the 
approaching spring. While to all appearance 
inert, even lifeless, it is really garnering and 
assimilating the vital forces from which fresh 
life will issue. Nature goes through that 
identical process of replenishment from No- 
vember to March—the summer of the 
theatre. Her spring is the autumn of the 
drama. She is not, then, a poor, thin copyist. 
In one thing at least, her rebellion is ab- 
solute—she completely reverses the rule fol- 
lowed by Art and thus shows that she has 
a yearning for independence and the pluck 
to assert it. 

I am writing this at the very end of the

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theatrical winter. Nothing that one can see 
is stirring. Broadway, save for a few linger- 
ing repetitions of triumphs from last season 
and the ubiquitous movies, seems to be sleep- 
ing like a log, not even snoring. But behind 
the deserted, yawning facades, she is doing 
what Nature will be doing six months hence. 
In another week, the early green things will 
come into the light; a fortnight and the 
whole Street will be shouting, screeching, 
brawling, blaring—normal again, alive with 
its own blatant, hectic kind of life. 


NEW STANDARDS IN THE THEATRE 


This spring in the theatre will bring forth 
the same sort of crop fundamentally as last 
year and as the year preceding. Heroic heroes. 
fascinating heroines, loving mothers, exotic 
third angles to the eternal triangle—all will 
unquestionably be present. But, I am con- 
vinced that the interpretation of “heroic,” 
“fascinating,” “loving,” “exotic” will be 
different from that of the past few seasons. 
Since the War, they have for the most part 
been the two sides of the same medal; the 
hero and the villain, the noble and the 
bounder, have been the sharp and the flat 
of the same note. 

That approximates the actual, but is, I 
believe, rapidly giving way in the drama. I 
strongly suspect that soon naiveté will be

tant movements in painting during the las 
century having originated in that city, and. 
no new revelation having vet arrived, it is 
only natural that those who for various 
reasons are interested in art should establish 
their headquarters on the ground the masters 
trod. Is it vain to hope that some influence 
may vet be lurking there, and is it not for 
this reason that there has been built up in 
the city a great machinery for the encourage- 
ment of the voung artist and the profitable 
disposal of his work? 

For there is no denying that the machinery 
exists. The amateur may find whole streets 
devoted to the sale of pictures 
almost as exclusively as in the 
cities of the East they are given 
over to the trade in a particular 
commodity. For the painter, 
salons of vast dimensions offer 
admission to his work at fre- 
quent intervals. Innumerable im- 
presarios are waiting to take him 
under their wing, with a suitable 
contract, at the first intimation 
of talent. A district or “Quarter” 
is tacitly placed at his command, 
where he may work or enjoy 
himself. as he pleases. And, 
finally, the happy dealer need 
never be at a loss to find either 
artist or amateur eagerly await- 
ing his exploitation. But. from 
the point of view of art. does the 
machinery work so well? 

That a great tradition has 
made Paris famous should not 
be taken to imply that it was 
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Paris which made the tradition. Movements 
in art, like empires, have their day, even 
though their memory lasts longer. It has been 
given to many European countries in turn 
to be the centre of creative activity in paint- 
ing. The goddess of art has already paused 
on her way in Italy, the Low Countries, Ger- 
many, Spain, and England. Paris is her latest 
resting-place, but there is no guarantee that 
she will remain there forever. even though 
the best hotel in the world be provided for 
her to occupy. It should not be forgotten, too, 
that when first she came she found but scanty 
accommodation. 

The Impressionists, who might be con- 
sidered the grandfathers of the present gen- 
eration, had a hard enough struggle to 
establish themselves in the city of which they 
are now the pride. They won the 
day only after a stern battle 
with public reprobation and the 
cry of scandal. Daumier was a 
political suspect and a journalist 
illustrator to the end of his life; 
and Baudelaire speaks of Con- 
stantin Guys as “Je peintre in- 
connu.” And vet. Paris had not 
learned her lesson even when the 
Post-Impressionists arrived. The 
histories of Cézanne, Gauguin. 
and Van Gogh all tell the same 
story of derision and lack of 
sympathy. Rousseau le Douanier,

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and Modigliani, whose death is still a recent 
tragedy, are two of the latest examples of 
incomprehension on the part of the great 
art city of the world. Yet, all these were 
painters whose influence on the present gen- 
eration is incalculable, whose work now 
fetches enormous prices, and for whose 
existence in her midst Paris now does herself 
great honour. The present huge combination 
of studio and dealer's shop that she has 
constructed may be a monument of piety or 
penance, but there is the sad chance that ‘it 
might have been erected too late and be lit- 
tle better than an empty shell. 

It is possible seriously to question the 
wisdom of establishing a cosmopolitan usine 
dart, however well equipped it be. F or a 
French painter, to whom his own land is a 
natural source of inspiration, it doubtless 
affords considerable advantages and, it is to 
be hoped, may save such lamentable examples 
of failures of appreciation as those we have 
noticed above. But for painters of other 
countries, especially those who have a 
strongly defined native tradition, like En- 
gland, there is a danger of the individual and 
national voice being lost in an international 
lingua Franca. 

Those who work in such a country as 
England have for the support of their effort 
a fine body of national tradition by which to 
guide their earlier steps. If to this they can 
but add a comprehension of their environ- 
ment, a truthful vision of those surroundings 
to which they are naturally accustomed, they 
are already furnished with valuable aids to- 
wards mastery of their art. They will be 
saved from seeking after false effects by the 
one and find ready to hand a happy theme 
for inspiration in the other. They have, in 
fact, a birthright in their art; and it seems 
regrettable that such a birthright should be 
abandoned for an alien lure. For Paris im- 
plies the desertion of tradition and a severing 
of the link of environment. 


THE MAZE OF THEORY 


In order to compete with the conditions of 
the Paris art world, the young painter has to 
throw over much of his own way of looking 
at things and plunge into the fascinating, but 
dangerous, maze of artistic theory. Instead 
of painting as he sees, he begins to paint as 
he thinks he ought to see, according to con- 
temporary fashion. Dashing opportunism 
wins the conflict with stability, for fashion 
dies too soon to be able to wait to be satis- 
fied. Amateurs and dealers, like ladies and 
their dressmakers, need above all the latest 
thing; and in the world of international pic- 
ture gambling, the painter must be eternally 
catching up, unless he is lucky enough to set 
the pace. But once he has accomplished the 
feat of setting up his own particular fash- 
lon, he can not join the race again; he must 
continue to the end of his career to produce 
imitations of himself. 

The case of many young Americans to 
whom generous, but misguided corporations 
award scholarships for the purpose of study 
in Paris is particularly disquieting. At the 
earliest sign of ability, but before the indis- 
pensable mastery of the basis of their art, 
they are dispatched across the ocean. It is 
laudable indeed that their guardians should 
be so eager for the encouragement of genius, 
even though a certain egoistic self-satisfac- 
ion may be a motive for this largess. What-

DECORATING FOR. THE YOURGEPR. GERERATION

T is only natural that young children 
should be definitely affected by their 
environment, by the people with whom 
they live and are in contact, and by the 
objects surrounding them. And so, it is of 
vital importance to create an atmosphere that 
will interest and stimulate a child’s imagina- 
tion. The decoration of children’s rooms 
offers a wide field in which to make a strong 
appeal to ingenuity. There are endless ways 
of creating rooms of charm and interest that 
will arouse the imagination of even a little 
child. This does not imply that such rooms 
must be fantastic, bizarre, impractical, or 
fabulous in cost. The amount of money 
necessary to decorate a room varies with the 
fineness of the furniture and the quality of 
the other materials used, and attractive and 
appropriate rooms can be created with simple 
furniture and inexpensive fabrics. 

For a baby’s room, many schemes are pos- 
sible to make it appropriately 
bright and dainty. Pink and 
baby-blue are, of course, the 
colours that have been decreed 
for babies from time immemo- 
rial, but there is no necessity 
for adhering to them. Tur- 
quoise-blue combined with 
silver or a soft salmon-pink 
gives enchanting results, yellow 
with blue is gay and bright, and 
yellow with coral-pink is dis- 
tinctive and very French. The 
use of festoons and garlands of 
flowers is, however, decidedly 
trite. Walls tinted some delicate 
colour with decorative borders 


around the doors and windows are very 
effective, and there is a wide variety of wall- 
papers that are suitable. Some of those 
with tiny star patterns on pink, blue, or yel- 
low grounds are delightful and inexpensive. 
Then, there are those with gay friezes in 
which nursery rhymes have come to life or 
animals march proudly in endless procession. 


WALLS OF NOVEL CHARM 


In a room designed by Louis Bouché, the 
entire wall was covered with Teddy-bears, 
rag dolls, and all manner of toys drawn to 
an enormous scale and painted in vivid 
colours. As the baby grows older, such a room 
is an inexhaustible source of entertainment 
and amusement. A new and very practical 
idea for nursery walls is 2 paper that can be 
washed, so that traces of anything from 
milk to ink and crayons can be easily wiped

away with a damp cloth. Thibaut carries this 
in several attractive and simple designs. An 
amusing paper, also from Thibaut and shown 
in the middle of page 109, has a yellow back- 
ground and a variety of objects, from Noah's 
Ark animals to steamboats and railway trains 
drawn in red, blue, and green. Another fasci- 
nating Thibaut paper for youthful rooms is 
printed from an old block and tells the story 
of John Gilpin. Eight different episodes of his 
thrilling career are pictured, with the verses 
printed below. 

For curtains, white or écru net used alone 
and hanging in full, crisp folds tied back 
with ribbons is extremely effective. White or 
écru point d’esprit or coloured organdie makes 
charming curtains, either ruffled or scalloped 
and bound with ribbon. Dotted Swiss trimmed 
with ribbon or coloured rickrack is also ap- 
propriate. An unusual effect may be obtained 
by hanging two pairs of curtains of voile or 
georgette crépe in harmonizing 
colours, one over the other. 

There are countless acces- 
sories that may be added at 
one’s own discretion. For the 
crib, there are dainty embrol- 
dered sheets and _pillow-cases 
in percale or linen, while other 
sets in coloured linen with

Less con- 
spicuous items are the little silk 
mats, either plain or quilted, that 
go into bureau drawers, the rib- 
bon bands that keep piles of 
linen neatly arranged, and rib- 
bon-covered hangers to match 
the general colour scheme. 


FOR A BOY’S ROOM 


For the small boy, the sur- 
roundings must not be in the 
least babyish or girlish, and they 
must be able to withstand any 
amount of hard treatment. Blue or yellow 
walls are cheerful and light, as are any of 
the new plaid wall-papers. Hangings with 
ship designs, like the one shown on page 108, 
look extremely well. Sateens in plain colours, 
also, are effective for curtains and _ bed- 
spreads, and mohair spreads are properly 
masculine and durable. Striped materials are 
appropriate, likewise, and are very smart 
when tailored and bound with sateen. 

Something quite new and very well suited 
toa boy is the furniture recently shown by 
Lord and Taylor. This is in wood with a 
natural finish with amusing little animals and 
figures carved in relief against a coloured 
background. The set includes a bed with an 
animal perched on each of the four posts, a 
chest, a toy-box. and a desk. 

Particularly practical and attractive are 
small-sized reproductions of Early American 
furniture. These can be used for either a

In his preface, which is one 
of the best things in the book, he 
burbles pleasantly and with the 
usual trace of well-contained emo- 
tion about America’s past. Mr. Herge- 
sheimer, it appears, is hot after the 
dangerous life. He is still magnifi- 
cently mediaeval, dommnei and_ all. 
Like Elinor Wylie, he makes a busi- 
ness of investing with absolute im- 
portance the romantic and unworldly 
ideal. But whereas Elinor Wylie does 
it with a savage passionateness, Mr. 
Hergesheimer makes it more palatable 
for the average light-headed day- 
dreamer who needs a justification, by 
doing it in the accent of a seminar at 
a Home for Retired Tugboat Captains. 
This is, of course, unfair to Mr. Herge- 
sheimer in every sense except that of 
immediate comparison with any really 
vigorous romantic. “QUIET CITIES” are 
invariably seen, however, through pipe 
smoke, and a very good way, too. He 
has taken a dozen moments and places 
in America’s history: Albany during 
the French and Indian wars, New Or- 
leans at the time of the Louisiana 
Purchase, Natchez in the early nine- 
teenth century, Charleston in 1870, 
Boston in the time of Harrison, Pitts- 
burgh in 1800, et cetera, and drama- 
tized each in the person of an aptly 
chosen hero. The Natchez and the 
Charleston are, as we remember, the 
best. There is in every one a perfect 
attention to detail, and, in almost every 
one (Albany and Boston are two ex- 
ceptions), the passing time and scene 
are very real to the reader. Their fail- 
ure, if it may be called that, is that 
they are not melodramatic enough. Mr. 
Hergesheimer is matchless at under- 
stated melodrama. “Balisand” was an 
event for us. His hero is best as an 
intense, very polite gentleman who en- 
acts commonplaces without permitting 
the pure, gem-like flame in his heart 
to dim and who, in a sudden moment 
of crisis, with a perfected and rather 
disinterested skill, achieves the gesture. 
He may live or he may die: that is 
his moment, and as far as Mr. Herge- 
sheimer is concerned, that one synthetic 
instant is all of life. One may complain 
that life is not like that, and Mr. Her- 
gesheimer does so complain in his 
preface, at least not any more, if it 
ever was. But he goes on writing these 
stories of passionate moments, and let 
us go on enjoying them.

provoke her worst instincts. We do 
not know enough about the world to 
say, as would Schnitzler, that Thérése 
was unconsciously searching for the 
situation she found, where she could 
exercise her gifts for malice and ran- 
cour. Such considerations, however, are 
not vital to your enjoyment of this 
novel. While you are reading it and af- 
terward, it will make you wonder. Is 
its heroine of the kind that we can 
conveniently dismiss from relevance to 
ourselves by naming her merely “crim- 
inal”? Or have we equivalent depths 
of potentiality? Or are our equally 
diabolic intentions confined only by 
supine social maxims? The forces that 
go into this particular tragedy are of 
the most commonplace, to be dupli- 
cated anywhere. Only the heroine and 
the dénouement are unusual, and, per- 
haps, even they are not so unusual as 
we would wish to think. 

The second novel is “WOMAN IN 
FLIGHT,” by Fritz Reck-Malleczewen 
(Boni and Liveright). This one must 
be read at a single sitting, if it takes 
you till dawn. Its effect must be had 
all at once, and it can not but be shock- 
ing. It is in every sense a tour de force, 
the style is subjective, rapid, and im- 
pressionistic; and the plot is a kind of 
divine tour de force, an unnecessary 
tragedy, a tragedy of waste and hence 
the most painful kind of tragedy. It 
is a story of violence. The heroine is 
a simple and innocent little German 
girl just married to an equally simple 
and innocent German boy, but we as- 
sume that the author meant to convey 
something by showing the girl on the 
afternoon of the wedding coldly kill- 
ing her crippled dog “to put him out 
of his misery,” while her husband 
stands by wringing his hands. She is, 
then, no baby, to be submerged easily. 
Two days after the wedding, her hus- 
band is obliged to leave her for a week, 
and her brother-in-law, an original 
three-star swine, begins the violence. 
His moral housekeeper plays the role 
of Consequences Personified and threat- 
ens to tell her husband. In order to 
nullify Consequences Personified, the 
heroine continues the violence. She 
goes slightly mad for a time and finds 
that the consequences have pyramided. 
All the scenes and the action are seen in 
terror and presented to the reader as 
seen in terror. The girl changes her 
name and flees the country under the 
ambiguous protection of a white slave 
trafficker. Buenos Ayres continues the 
nightmare with a riot of violence. Fi- 
nally, she returns to Germany under 
guard, and what is revealed is revealed. 
It was all a mistake. But far from 
simplifying anything, that revelation is 
the final turn of the screw. From com- 
monplace security, she had _ been 
plunged through all the strata of the 
world’s vileness. The author shows the 
logical purification of experience in a 
woman now beyond good and evil, for 
whom oblivion, too, is the logical end. 
The closing pages are the most beau- 
tiful part of the book. The whole novel 
has, in a sense, built toward this, and 
the heroine has her reward in the su- 
preme and difficult peace. 

That “one of the most desirable 
books of the year” mentioned above is, 
finally, “GREAT FRENCH SHORT STORIES,” 
edited by Lewis Melville and Reginald 
Hargreaves (Boni and_ Liveright). 
The editors have also, where there were 
not adequate existing translations, 
translated some of the selections. 
There really are people who deprecate 
French literature. This collection is 
for them, as well as for those who 


don’t. The mediaeval fable of Aucassin

| se tg of both ways of jl 
luminating history are at hand 
The first, “THE FALL OF THE RUSsquy

and patriotic to a degree that most 
Americans do not know. As the rep- 
resentative citizen of the bourgeois 
United States of America considers it 
a patriotic imperative to be suspicious 
of anything smelling of the taint, ‘“Bol- 
shevism,” so this schoolboy is trained 
to ferret out and destroy any taint of 
bourgeois class-consciousness. He does 
not question, as most of us do not, the 
authority which tells him of what he is 
to be suspicious. And this particular boy 
was ideally chosen as one most typically 
and enthusiastically in the stream of 
his place and time. But taints remain. 
In despite of communistic doctrine, 
his affection for and loyalty to his 
father is the deepest feeling he has. 
And we find on every page the evi- 
dences of this invisible turmoil within 
him, the terrible struggle between his 
deepest instincts and the things which 
he has been told and has come to think 
he wants. The diary does not offer any 
conclusions. Nor were we capable of 
coming to any conclusions. By simple 
Christian moral values, it would be 
simple enough to arrive at a conclusion: 
this is horrible! But it is, unfortunately, 
not a matter of simple Christian moral 
values; it has reference to no frozen 
moral code that we know. This affair 
is still in flux, and humanity is in flux 
with it. It seems to us as impossible 
to predict at what point it will finally 
settle, as to say where the roulette ball 
will drop, and irrelevant to say that 
that point will be good or evil. Any- 
way, by all means, read “THE DIARY OF 
A COMMUNIST SCHOOLBOY.”

ever be the cause, it is at any rate 
an effort to adjust the appalling bal- 
ance of the other side of the account— 
the tragic history of genius unrecog- 
nized.

THE SCHOOLS 


For the young American, arriving 
among the subtleties of Paris from a 
land of direct, but not yet perfectly 
focussed vision, is naturally bewildered 
by the babble of so many schools around 
him. He finds schools that have 
outlived their masters, schools that at 
present consist in the master alone, and 
schools imagined, but yet unborn. The 
latter are possibly the most delightful, 
for they involve endless discussion 
across round marble tables, while the 
demand for a material result may be 
tacitly ignored. And above these 
various liberal opportunities of choice, 
there hovers the charming seduction of 
La Vie de Bohéme. Not having yet 
been sufficiently grounded by his over- 
eager patrons in the technical founda- 
tions of his art before arrival, the young 
stranger’s attempt at acquiring which- 
ever contemporary manner he may 
choose is unlikely to equal that of more 
experienced hands. But those at home 
are Clamouring for results. Disillusion- 
ment ensues; he retreats from the city 
which does not understand him to one 
of the notorious “beauty-spots” of the 
Midi or Brittany coast, and _ there, 
with much use of the palette-knife, he 
spends the rest of his allotted period in 
painting worse pictures than it is 
probable he would have accomplished 
had he remained at home. 

It is of curious interest to note the 
manner in which various nations respond 
to the attractions of the art metropolis. 
The Englishman, naturally cautious, 
with a susceptibility to catchwords and 
hero-worship, visits swiftly the work 
of the latest master sanctified by ad- 
mission to the Louvre and stands bare- 
headed a short time in admiration 
before his toile. Then, being essentially 
sérieux, he returns swiftly to fill his 
studio in England with replicas of the 


production of his hero, thanking Goi 
for Paris and modernity. Unless, ¢ 
course, he be caught up in the vorta 
of the city. . . . The people of Centr! 
Europe, possessing a prehensile tales, 
inhabit the city to furnish most of tk 
minor dealers’ stock in trade, tumix 
out clever imitations of their success 
contemporaries. The Nordics, keepix 
straitly to themselves and continuix 
their national habits of life, might, i 
seems, as well have stayed in their om 
country. Yet of all these different 
seekers for a revelation, who look 
Paris for the key to the mysteries « 
their art, it is to be feared that ma 
return unsatisfied. 

For, except in the artist’s own co- 
science, there is no key to the mysteris 
to be found. The organization of 
is an impossible task.

Another entertaining design _ illus- 
trates the various street cries of the 
eighteenth century.

that are still seen in moire and satin. 
These last, together with most of the 
neutral tones, have the supreme ad- 
vantage of taking accessory changes as 
no stronger colours will. Turquoise 
jewellery and slippers, jade jewellery 
and a handkerchief to match, pearls, 
topaz—one may do almost anything 
with a background that is so willing to 
be a background and nothing more. 

No consideration of variety in the 
evening could possibly be complete 
without a reference to the little jackets 
that have saved so many lives in 
draughty country houses and so many 
reputations for always looking differ- 
ent from oneself of the night before. 
The jacket shown on page 150 is worn 
over a_ sleeveless: velvet dinner-dress 
that matches it exactly, a dress with 
a fitted hip-line, fulness at the front 
of the skirt, and a décolletage that is 
a deep oval in front and back. The 
same little jacket will look equally 
well over a brightly coloured dress with 
which it has no relation whatsoever 
but the sanction of Paris. How the 
small-city woman should thank the 
Paris designers for having put such a 
clever instrument for creating variety 
into her hands! Other jackets in fine- 
patterned lamés may be made—even by 
the clever lady herself, if she has supple 
fingers, for the lines are either those 
of the straight cardigan or the softer 
model, tied in front. Jackets of black 
sequins or of gold spangles, originally 
sponsored by Chéruit, are still worn by 
smart New Yorkers and may very well 
be included in the wardrobe of the 
small-city woman. 


EVENING CLOAKS 


Though the jacket has ousted the 
scarf, it can not, of course, take the 
place of the regulation evening wrap; 
nor can the formal fur coat do this, 
though many women have adopted it 
when dinner or a dance is preceded by 
a long midwinter motor ride. The new 
evening wraps are more often sleeveless 
than sleeved. If they have sleeves, they 
ire apt to wear their fur in the form 
of cuffs, leaving the neck to be taken 
care of by a scarf of the material. If 
they have no sleeves, they wear their 
fur in the form of a collar. Seldom, if 
ever this year, will fur be found in 
both places. As the material is gen- 
erally velvet—silk or rayon—or vel- 
veteen in lovely shades, Vogue would 
suggest having this wrap made by a 
local dressmaker. The fabric is not so 
difficult to handle, and one’s favourite 
evening frocks can be suited in tone 
more easily when one has the yard- 
goods stock of a medium-sized shop 
to draw on, than when one must de- 
pend on getting the wrap ready-made 
at home or on a hurried trip to a 
larger city. 

For informal. dinners and daytime 
occasions that are formal in the ex- 
treme, it is well to include a dress 
in the feeling of the one shown at the 
right on page 150. Vogue has selected 
gold lace in a two-piece effect with a 
scalloped skirt and deep-cuffed sleeves. 
Such a dress might be omitted from 
a New York wardrobe, since a wedding 
might, perhaps, be one’s only oppor- 
tunity for wearing it, but as women in 
small cities rarely dress formally for 
concerts and never for Sunday night 
suppers, there would be many occa- 
sions on which it might appear with 
small danger of its being duplicated. 

So far, practically no mention has 
been made of accessories, yet these 
often constitute the major problem 
when one has to depend on shops with 
a restricted choice or on dashing off 
to a larger city and matching things 


up in a hurry; often by memo 
Hats, at the moment, show al ided 
effects, off-the-face lines, or the ae 
bonnet feeling that has invaded the 
sports mode. But their silhouettes 
never so important that they should b 
chosen without reference to colour.

these fundamental rules with placid 
frequency. These women have also the 
chic-destroying habit of being right jn 
colour, but wrong in feeling, since 
seem to be unaware that a hat chosen 
for tweeds will not do for broadcloth, 
no matter how closely the shades 
match, because the line of the Sports 
hat spells carelessness instead of the 
formality required by broadcloth, Since 
chic is made up of just such fine dig 
tinctions, no costume can be cop 
sidered complete unless each detail of 
it has been thought out in relation tp 
the whole. 


SHOES, USEFUL AND OTHERWISE 


Shoes, however, present even mote 
difficulties than hats—yet, no woman 
can rise above her shoes, whether she 
walks on Fifth Avenue or the veranda 
of her local country club. The correct 
shoe for active sports with its crépe 
rubber sole is likely to be tucked into 
the bag that the small-city woman car- 
ries with her when she jumps into her 
motor and goes off for a round of golf 
But the shoe she is wearing at the time 
—the walking shoe that every woman 
needs—is very often not the one identi- 
fied with tweeds in the mind of th 
woman whose country club is situated 
on Long Island. This shoe should have 
a medium heel made up of layers of 
leather, rather than the covered heel 
that is built to stay in town and be 
worn in the afternoon. Many shops 
offer an excellent shoe of this type on 
Peal lines. Another model has a strap 
and buckle fastening—sturdy, depend- 
able, well-bred;"just the shoe for real 
walking, just the shoe for general 
country wear and for tweed-clad mor- 
ings in town. Since changing fashions 
affect this shoe scarcely at all, it 1s 
well to have it custom-made or buy t 
from a very good shoemaker. It lasts 
for years, and frequent polishing seems 
only to improve it. 

The afternoon shoe is much easier 
to find, and the only thing to avoid Is 
overelaboration. This autumn, it wii 
be in brown for the vast majority, 1 
black for women’ who choose costumes 
in black or in the brighter blue now 
seen so frequently, and in blue for the 
darker blue ensemble, if one can fine 
a blue shoe in a truly smart shade and 
with the best possible lines. Blue shoes 
should always be a little deeper than 
whatever they are worn with; if the 
costume is trimmed in black, 4 black 
shoe will be preferable.

These clam- 
bakes have a great deal of local colour, 
and the Newport colony finds them 
a most entertaining experience. Among 
those who always go to at least one or 
two during the informal season are 
Mr. and Mrs. Cornelius Tangeman, 
Mr. and Mrs. Grinnell, Mrs. Dudley 
Davis, Mrs. Joseph Harriman, and 
Mrs. Church. 

If one prefers steamed clams and 
lobsters served less democratically, one 
can motor to Saconnet Point, about 
twenty miles down the Island, where 
there is an excellent inn that makes 
a specialty of fish luncheons and din- 
ners.

ORTO RICO, originally Puerto 

Rico, the Rich Harbour, has failed, 
in certain respects, to live up to its 
name. Although conditions—political, 
economic, and social—have improved 
greatly in the past decade, education 
and health both remain serious prob- 
lems. The population is one of the 
densest on earth, and more than seven- 
ty per cent. of the inhabitants live in 
the country, badly housed and fed, the 
prey of tuberculosis, malaria, and hook- 
worm. The government schools are, 
unfortunately, so overcrowded that 
hundreds of girls can receive only the 
most meagre education, and yet it de- 
volves upon them to aid in the support 
of their families. It is obvious that un- 
til the general mass of the population 
is taught the first principles of hygiene 
and enabled to maintain itself in better 
living conditions, this regrettable state 
can not be materially improved. It is 
vital to any scheme for advancement 
and betterment that the people be as 
nearly as possible self-supporting. 

The Saint Andrew’s Mission School 
at Mayaguez is doing its share towards 
solving this problem by having classes 
of girls in its Industrial School in- 
structed in the art of calado, the Porto 
Rican drawn-work, which is sometimes 
known as filet tiré. In this way, a lovely 
form of native needlework is kept 
alive, and hundreds of girls are given 
employment and a means of livelihood. 
The Craft Shop of Saint Andrew’s 
sells these samples of calado, and, 
through the Women’s Auxiliaries and 
Girls’ Friendly Societies, thousands of 
these pieces of linen are disposed of 
in the United States. 

The work is done on linen, and many 
of the articles have embroidery, as well 
as the drawn-work. The handkerchiefs 
are made of sheer Irish linen and are 
especially attractive in the styles with 
three-letter monograms in drawn-work. 
The always useful guest-towel is made 


with a deep border of calado or wit 
a three-letter monogram, and th 
prices are amazingly reasonable, aroun 
one dollar and a half to about tv 
dollars. A bureau scarf is one of th 
most popular pieces, and there are se- 
eral small articles like children’s bibs 
small linen bags, and baby-pillow slips 
that make delightful gifts.

NEW VERSIONS OF SMALL HATS 


In contrast to the brimmed hat, there 
are the Agnés “cabriolets,” with their 
snug little bonnet feeling, crowns ex- 
tending into the narrowest of brims, 
narrow in the head and clinging to the 
cheeks, with interesting variations in 
cut and colour and in dignified trim- 
ming. Several of these are shown in 
the sketches on page 88. 

Just now, it is very hard for trim- 
ming to be anything but dowdy; only 
the surest hand should touch decora- 
tion. In fact, hats have been so re- 
duced to the first principles of Gallic 
chic that the best trimming is almost 
always an intrinsic part of the hat, 
which means bows, ends, tabs, points, 
and ears. 

Some of the subtlety of the movement 
in the new hats is definitely due to the 
milliners having taken literally the ad- 
mirable admonition: “My mother bids 
me bind my hair.” The interest of this 
is not only in the swathing from the 
nape of the neck upward, but fre- 
quently, also, in the broken line that 
results on the forehead from the over- 
lapping bands so treated. An example 
of this is the hat shown in the photo- 
graph at the upper right on page 71. 

‘Those lovely toques from Reboux 
(shown on page 74) with bands of the 
felt cut in one with the crown, draped, 
and creased, are really a carefully dis- 
ciplined and sophisticated variation of 
the bandanna. There is an important 
feature of modern millinery in this 
connection: though the idea behind a 
hat may be national or historical, in 
its truly chic expression, the romantic 
or pictorial quality is cleverly and en- 
tirely deleted. Take the beret, for in- 
stance: the beret is a man’s romantic 
hat, either Basque in origin or redolent 
of old Heidelberg. Yet, carefully exe- 
cuted, beautifully cut, unobtrusive, and 
well-mannered variations of the beret 
are a very important part of the milli- 
nery tendencies and facts this season. 
When they remind one of a fandango 
and make the air whistle with “holé- 
holé,” invite one to a students’ reunion, 
or set up a yearning for the good old 
Trilby days, then there is something 
gravely wrong somewhere. Above all, 
the beret is a young hat. In fact, all 
translated and transported fashions, 
such as masculine and historical bor- 
rowings, are only possible for the very 
young. Any other use of them, like 
an unsuccessful masquerade, brings one 
nearer to tears than laughter. 


A NEW SILHOUETTE 


3ut with these very berets and with 
certain toques comes an_ interesting 
new and general silhouette, and we get 
the hat which fits snugly at the head- 
line, with a flaring crown.

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HEN the great book on the art 

of cookery through the ages is 
written—but it would take ten years of 
one’s life to collect the documents, visit 
the bibliothéques and the museums, 
read the books, digest them, and boil 
down all the facts to a clear consommé 
full of the essential things—, we may 
then, and only then, hope to have an 
exact date ascribed to the birth of good 
cooking, which is not so remote as 
many people think. 

Without going too far back in the 
centuries or too far away in the world, 
we may safely say, to begin with, that 
the cuisine of the Romans must have 
been an indescribable horror, their 
own idea of a marvellous meal being 
that a dish should look like something 
that it was not: the flesh of fishes 
would be, for instance, fashioned into 
the shape of a live pig, out of which, 
when cut, would escape eggs, sausages, 
honey cakes, and heaven knows what; 
rose petals and violets would float in 
beautiful cups full of entirely undrink- 
able wine, mulled and scented. 


GOTHIC GREEDINESS 


Of the Gothic period, the least said 
the better, descriptions of some of the 
meals of the time being equivalent to a 
bad Channel crossing. A little later, and, 
perhaps, throughout the ages, England 
was but a vast grill-room, shepherds 
and warriors roasting oxen and sheep 
in their skins by the flames of a whole 
forest. And France was not, then, much 
more civilized. We have reliable docu- 
ments about the fourteenth century; 
indeed, there is in existence a cookery 
book written in the year 1392 by a 
Guillaume Tirel, who was chef to 
Charles V. and Charles VI. Appetites 
were enormous in those days, and 
nothing grosser can be imagined than 
a dinner at that time. Piles of different 
kinds of meats, of birds, and of fish 
were served all mixed up together in 
large dishes, after having been cooked 
according to recipes that now make us 
shudder. There was not much improve- 
ment for a hundred years or so, and 
the sixteenth century can only boast in 
that respect of one innovation, which 
became a regular mania quite as hor- 
rible in itself as the plainer ratatouilles 
of the fourteenth century; for it then 
became the fashion to put spices and 
scent in and over everything: iris, mar- 
joram, and rose-water were sprinkled 
over soups, roasts, stews, and grilled 
meats; musk and ambergris perfumed 
every dish, sweet or not; they went so 
far as fattening capons with pills of 
musk, so that the flesh of the bird be- 
came impregnated with the fashionable 
scent. 

Cooking became slightly more civi- 
lized in the seventeenth century, yet the 
meals at Versailles were of incredible 
coarseness and length, and Louis XIV. 
himself was an amazing glutton: we 
have it both from Saint-Simon and the 
Princess Palatine. “One evening of June, 
1708, he was feeling so ill and tired 
that he could only eat a few crotites, a 
pigeon soup, and three roast chickens, 
out of which he had four wings, the 
breasts, and one leg.” 

But it is only after the death of 
Louis XIV., during the Regency, that 
fine cooking really began. The petits 
soupers were admirable and well served 
(the Duc d’Orléans was himself a ca- 
pable cook, as well as a gourmet). The 
culinary traditions were carefully pre- 
served at the court of Louis XV., and, 
as a contemporary very rightly wrote, 
“La délicieuse cuisine de Louis XV. fut 
inconnue méme a Louis XIV.” It may 
be said that it reached its height, its 
supreme excellence, only a little later.

Put into a saucepan onions and 
carrots cut in pieces, bits of bacon, 
few bones, a calf’s foot also cut in sev: 
eral pieces, a bouquet, and seasoning: 
cook on a slow fire with the lid on for 
twenty minutes. Stand the picce of veal 
on this layer of vegetables and bones, 
add a glass of cooking claret, a litte 
cooking brandy, and enough veal stock 
to cover the meat, which should b 
turned several times during the thre 
hours or so it will take to cook.

PILGRIMAGE to Palestine, of 

old a curious event to be expe- 
rienced, perhaps, once in a lifetime by 
the religious, has become a journey 
open to many.

est are the Church of the Holy Sepul- 
chre and the Dome of the Rock, the 
latter a marvel of Eastern beauty, a 
mosque of porcelain and marble with 
rainbow tiles of exquisite colour. 
Octagonal in form, it stands on a large 
platform approached by flights of steps 
with the Garden of Gethsemane and 
Mount of Olives for background. 
The rock rises in the centre of the 
mosque, gaunt and bare; it is said 
that here Abraham prepared his sac- 
rifice of Isaac and also that the rock 
rests on a palm watered by a river of 
Paradise. 


THE JEWS’ WAILING PLACE 


The Jews’ wailing place is another 
curious feature, a long wall that the 
Jews have long looked upon as a 
pathetic symbol of their downfall. 
Here, every afternoon, they meet to 
bemoan their fate, a litany that runs 
like this: “Because of the palace which 
is deserted—we sit alone and weep” 
... “Because of the temple which is 
destroyed. Because of the walls which 
are broken down. . . . Because of our 
Kings who have condemned God.... 
We sit alone and weep.” 

That night we bargained for a car 
and a reliable chauffeur to take us on 
a round tour through Palestine by the 
Lake of Tiberias to Damascus, thence 
to Haifa to catch our train to Cairo. 
After much parleying with the porter 
of Casanova, he secured us a Buick 
car with a competent driver for the 
price of four English pounds sterling 
a day. The journey was to occupy four 
days, and the itinerary was as fol- 
lows: From Jerusalem, we were to go 
to Nablus, Nazareth (Tiberias), Gali- 
lee, Talhoum, Tabgah, and Damascus. 
Two days were to be spent at Damascus 
visiting the sights. Thence to Baalbek 
to visit the ruins, to Beyrout the same 
night, to Haifa the following day, and 
to Cairo, by rail, the morning after. 
The car could just accommodate three 
of us, with a suitcase or two each. We 
were to leave the next morning at 
eight o’clock, and, all being well, should 
arrive at Damascus that night, Damas- 
cus being some two hundred and fifty 
kilometres distant. It was a sporting 
venture, but we were three adventurous 
people. 


FROM JERUSALEM TO NAZARETH 


Driving from Jerusalem to Nazareth, 
we passed the Gibeah of Saul, the 
birthplace and royal residence of Saul 
in the tribe of Benjamin; Bireh, the 
ancient Beeroth where, tradition re- 
lates, Joseph and Mary discovered that 
the infant Jesus was not with them 
and turned back to Jerusalem to find 
Him; Ain Sinia, the first outpost of 
the British army in Palestine in the 
late War; Shiloh, the place where the 
Ark of the Covenant is said to have 
rested after the conquest of Canaan. 
Crossing the Jetma, we descended the 
valley of Nablus, reaching the town of 
that name, Nablus, the home of the 
few surviving Samaritans, a tenacious 
race clinging to their old prejudices, 
refusing to be absorbed by the hostile 
Moslem population in which they live, 
separate and apart, in haughty aloof- 
ness, still celebrating the ritual of the 
Passover as in the ancient times. 

We paid a visit to Jacob’s well, en- 
closed in a miniature garden with the 
foundations of a church. Roses were 
growing on derelict bushes here and 
there, and the well itself was situated 
in a chapel built around it. Here, Christ 
met the Samaritan woman from Sychar, 
the neighboring village, when she 
came tc draw water from the well. It 


is the holiest and most a 
site in Palestine.

They wore their hair in 
one long plait falling down the back: 
gay coloured cotton petticoats swung 
out fanwise as they moved.

with large black eyes and olive skins 

As we left Nazareth, I noticed the 
word “Casanova” written in bold let- 
ters on a large stone building. There 
was a hospice here, too, of that name. 
And then I remembered lunching there 
on a former occasion when I had my 
first glimpse of Palestine—landing at 
Haifa and motoring there to spend a 
few hours in the Holy Land. 

The road to Tiberias lies over ver- 
dant fields with wild flowers dotted 
about, coloured threads in a “petit 
point” tapestry. Tiberias boasts a 
small native town with a hotel, where 
we lunched off fish from the lake, meat 
fried potatoes, and oranges for the 
sum of thirty piastres. A waiter dressed 
in white linen and_ possessed of a 
knowledge of French administered to 
our needs.

In spite of the rain and bitter cold, 
I never tired of wandering through 
the world-famous bazaars, never wear- 
ied of peering into the courtyards and 
gardens of the shuttered, secluded 
houses, of listening to the splash of a 
fountain, of watching the medley of 
people who swarmed about me, Orien- 
tals of varied types with no Europeans, 
except, occasionally, a French soldier 
or two, or a rotund general in a car. 

I left Damascus with greater regret 
than I left Jerusalem.

is entirely window, where budding ar- 
chitects work. Sir Herbert is not only 
a genius in design, as the Rhodes me- 
morial in South Africa and his war 
memorials at Harrow and Winchester 
show, but he has a genius for friend- 
ship. When absent on long visits to 
India and other places, he lends his 
little Smith Square house to various 
members of the famous Round Table; 
these include Philip Kerr, who will 
one day be Marquis of Lothian, and 
Lionel Curtis, of Indian fame. Law- 
rence of Arabia has been a frequent 
guest, and, when the papers were full 
of the fact of his disappearing into 
far-off climes, one might have seen 
here a figure in the uniform of an 
Air Force private, munching apples 
and exchanging badinage with the 
great, or hurrying off on a very noisy 
motor-bicycle. A doll’s house adjoining 
the Barton Street office once owned 
Lord Basil Blackwood as master. Next 
comes Mrs. Belloc Lowndes, who has 
entrancing curtains with filet lace 
geese. Mr. Walter Runciman had his 
house here rebuilt, but already its looks 
have become mellowed. Mr. Runci- 
man’s political career pales before the 
fact that his daughter-in-law is Rosa- 
mond Lehmann, who wrote that suc- 
cessful book, Dusty Answer. 
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One very lovely old house brought 
up to date, which is now to let, was 
for some time Lady Northcliffe’s, Sip 
John and Lady Reith live in what was 
once the Inn of the Salutation, half in 
Barton Street and half in Cowley Street, 
It is very spick and span, but one 
is glad that they have left the old iron 
holder for the oil street lamp, which 
once guided travellers to a lodging 
The sound of a wireless set sometimes 
drifts down the street, though one may 
often hear a harp, a much more suit- 
able instrument for such old streets, 
The harpist is Lady Brittain, and she 
and Sir Harry live next door but one, 
in a house that has ancient creepers 
hanging like a fringe across the front.

Furred in the finest 
Canadian Wolf. 
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turning takes one to North Street. It 
has only a single door in it, but in- 
terest lies in the fact that it is called 
“Chimes Lane” in Baroness von 
Hutten’s book, Pam, while very tightly 
cemented at the side of the doorstep 
is a small marble lion “to guard the 
house.” In North Street, there is a 
perfect specimen of mid-eighteenth 
century. One will probably notice first 
an original black and red door with 
a bronze adder for a knocker, and, 
let flat into the wall, a large sun- 
dial in brass. It belongs to Commander 
and Mrs. Locker-Lampson, and the 
young Gavin Hendersons are only two 
doors away—but what will puzzle one 
is a door between, which appears to 
belong to nobody and to lead nowhere. 
Not long ago, if one rang the bell, the 
door would mysteriously open and one 
would walk through a passage to find 
a flagged courtyard with a fig tree 
growing in the centre. Round three 
sides rambled a very quaint little coun- 
try house, possessing six staircases, 
with one outside the house, in the 
manner of a Swiss chalet, leading to a 
loggia. Inside, one of the staircases 
would take one to a vaulted chamber 
far below street level, with narrow 
stone benches running about the walls. 
There were tales of the underground 
passages that led to the river, and 
whispers and hints that made one’s 
flesh creep. This was always called 
“The Manor House,” and it belonged 
to the Lord North after whom the street 
was called. It became a hothouse for 
authors—Compton Mackenzie, Hilaire 
Belloc, and Maurice Baring all lived 
there. Now, alas, it is no more, having 
been pulled down, fig tree and all, to 
make way for North Court, the block 
of flats towering above the gracious 
Georgian houses. 


A LUTYENS HOUSE 


Sir Henry Norman’s huge Lutyens 
mansion has a Russian dining-room 
blazing with gilt and polished metal, 
and at the side of the front door is 
a very ornate swinging sign, which 
has “The Corner House” emblazoned 
upon ii. Sir Henry’s only daughter has 
a little flat of her own up in the top 
of this tall house, from which she has 
a view of all the Westminster roofs. 
Adjoining is another house built at 
the same time for Lady Norman’s 


brother, the Hon. Francis McLaren, 
who married pretty Barbara Jekyll 
(now Mrs. Bernard Freyberg) and 


who was killed while flying. This house 
is let for a long term of years to General 
Speirs and his wife, who is the well- 
known author, Mary Borden. The 
dining-room has a floor of steel plates, 
while, instead of portraits of ancestors, 
there is a long, strange painting of 
stout Chinese nobles, who gaze down 
in a surprised way at the many gay 
parties. Near the door is the most 
charming, little, odd round book-room 
painted in almond-green, with black 
taffeta curtains patterned with brightly 
coloured birds and beasts. 

By looking across, one will see where 
Lord and Lady Ripon lived, the latter 
being better known as Lady de Grey. 
Lady Ripon’s lovely and unusual bed- 
room was entirely of old English lac- 
quer. Between two small pillars is a 
green door with a sphinx for knocker, 
belonging to the house of Mrs. W. T. 
Stead, and carved on it in deep letters 
is “Smith Square, 1726.” It is a lovely 
house, and so is the one next door, 
which belonged for so many years to 
Lord and Lady Cave when he was Sir 
George Cave and Home Secretary. It 
has entrancing panelling and a powder 
closet, and Lady Cave furnished it in 
accordance with the architecture. It 
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now belongs to Sir G : 

Tucked away in the “om 
Square is the old Rectory How 
mentioned by Dickens in Our Dae 
Friend and by Hugh Walpole j os 
Green Mirror, and in dozens of 1 :

Indeed, the oddly named 
Tothill Street was once a high hil 
the word “tot” or “toot” being Saxon 
for holy. 


NEW OLD-FASHIONED HOUSES 


A new old-fashioned place is “Mul- 
berry House” in the Square, built for 
Lady Grey of Fallodon, who is ful 
of original ideas and had the kitchen 
sandwiched-in between the bedrooms 
of the family and those: of the servants 
A lift was installed. so that the ser- 
vants could get up to the kitchen floor 
without trouble, but, even with this 
advantage, the kitchen window wil 
often be flung open and the trades 
people told to leave the cutlets or 
vegetables on the steps until the ser- 
vants come down. There is a big studio 
in a large garden at the back, and, 
at one time, it was proposed to fill a 
large tank with alligators—tame ones 
one hopes. The house is full of birds, 
including parrots, and a wit suggested 
that Lord Grey did not miss being in 
the House of Commons when the par- 
rots were talking. With a marvellous 
trust in human nature and in the chil- 
dren of the surrounding streets, Lady 
Grey has had a strip of garden planted 
on each side of the front door, with 
only a low railing to protect the flowers 
The Hon. Stephen Tennant also 
lives at Mulberry House, with his 
mother, and has a much-admired silver 
bedroom. 

If one goes down Dean Trench 
Street, one will see the house the 
Hon. Mrs. Adeane had built, ané, 
when any Court functions are on, one 
will hear the “clop-clop” of the big 
horses drawing the Royal carriage, 
which has come to fetch the only so, 
up from Eton for a few hours, who 
is page-in-waiting to the King.
